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From  the  chairman  of  the  Board 


This  has  been  an  historic 
year  for  Pine  Manor.  The 
approval  which  the 
College  received  from  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of 
Higher  Education  to  grant 
the  bachelor  of  arts  degree 
in  the  humanities  and 
social  sciences  and  to  be 
called  "Pine  Manor 
College"  is  confirmation  of 
Pine  Manor's  academic  ex- 
cellence. While  this  will 
provide  a new  option  for 
students.  Pine  Manor  will 
continue  to  place  primary 
emphasis  on  its  two-year 
program  and  the  granting 
of  the  associate  in  arts 
degree. 

The  continued  success  in 
enrollment  and  annual 
giving  was  also  encourag- 
ing. Although  Pine  Manor 
can  accommodate  addi- 
tional qualified  candidates 


for  admission,  the  College 
enjoyed  not  only  an 
increase  in  freshman 
admissions  for  the  second 
year  but  also  an  increase 
in  total  enrollment.  The 
record  amount  given  to  the 
Annual  Fund  during  1976- 
77  indicates  that  Pine 
Manor  continues  to  have 
strong  support  from  its 
many  constituencies,  par- 
ticularly alumnae. 

These  successes  must 
form  the  foundation  for 
new  achievements  during 
1977-78.  I would  urge 
alumnae,  parents,  and 
friends  to  work  toward 
increasing  Pine  Manor's 


level  of  annual  and  capital 
giving.  I would  also  ask 
that  you  help  the  College 
to  expand  its  public  rela- 
tions program  in  the 
largest  sense  of  the  words 
by  making  your  com- 
munity aware  of  Pine 
Manor's  many  fine 
programs  and  the  value  of 
a Pine  Manor  education.

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Admissions 


Freshman  enrollment 
up  for  second  year 

It  is  encouraging  to  report 
that  student  enrollment  in- 
creased during  1976-77. 

The  freshman  class  en- 
tering in  September  1977 
with  218  members  showed 
a gain  of  3.3  percent.  This 
was  the  second  year  in 
which  freshman  enrollment 
rose.  The  overall  enroll- 
ment of  393  full-time  stu- 
dents at  that  time  repre- 
sented an  increase  of  ap- 
proximately 4.2  percent 
over  last  year.  The  arrival 
of  Pine  Manor's  first  15 
juniors  is  also  an  exciting 
step  for  the  College. 


It  is  important  to  note 
the  upward  trend  in 
foreign  student  applica- 
tions. About  22  percent  of 
the  1977  freshman  class 
came  from  foreign  coun- 
tries. There  was  a national 
decline  in  the  total  number 
of  freshmen  enrolling  in 
college.  Therefore,  colleges 
were  competing  for  a 
smaller  number  of 
potential  students  from  the 
home  market. 

Research  and  planning 
help  admissions 

Underlying  the  activities  of 
the  hard-working  admis- 
sions team  was  a 12  point 
marketing  plan  focusing  on 
areas  which  research  pin- 
pointed as  vital. 

Planning  called  for  visit- 
ing 349  high  schools,  with 
emphasis  on  those  in  states 
traditionally  yielding  the 


highest  numbers  of 
applicants  and  those  with 
high  concentrations  of 
alumnae;  more  visits  to 
the  campus  by  guidance 
counselors  and  prospective 
students;  and  use  of  rigor- 
ously trained  campus 
guides.  Particular  attention 
was  given  to  special 
markets,  such  as  minority 
and  Latin  American 
students. 

Aiding  the  admissions 
staff  were  Pine  Manor's 
117  Alumnae  Admissions 
Representatives  in  80  cities 
and  13  foreign  countries. 


ii 
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Financial  aid  grows 

Financial  aid,  a vital  tool 
in  achieving  greater  num- 
bers and  greater  diversity 
in  student  enrollment,  was 
considerably  larger  in 
terms  of  numbers  of  appli- 
cants and  awards  and  in 
funds  expended  in  1976-77, 
compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year.  In  addition,  a 
special  program  of  merit 
scholarships  for  residents 
of  the  Town  of  Brookline 
was  begun  in  January 
1977. 


Increased  enrollment 
to  be  stressed 

In  the  very  competitive  ad- 
missions market,  Pine 
Manor  must  continue  to 
stress  student  recruitment. 
The  College  must  make 
even  more  effective  use  of 
parents  and  students  in 
recruiting;  do  further 
research  on  the  interests  of 
potential  students;  develop 
publications  which  clearly 
convey  the  College's 
mission;  and  devote  more 
attention  to  specific 
groups,  such  as  parents  of 
prospective  students, 
financial  aid  candidates, 
and  minority  students.  The 
success  of  the  international 
student  recruitment  effort 
is  evidence  that  new 
market  pools  can  be 
developed  successfully 


without  the  addition  of 
large  numbers  of  courses 
or  drastic  changes  in  the 
character  of  the  College. 

In  short.  Pine  Manor 
has  succeeded  in  a fiercely 
competitive  market,  even 
as  other  colleges  have 
closed  their  doors. 
However,  increased  enroll- 
ment remains  a chief 
concern. 


Academic  activities 


This  was  a year  of  in- 
novation and  progress  in 
curriculum  development. 
There  were  two  major  con- 
cerns to  be  addressed;  the 
lack  of  basic  preparation 
for  college  work  that  is  ap- 
parent among  a growing 
number  of  students,  and 
the  need  to  respond  to  new 
areas  of  student  interest. 


Communication  and 
mathematics  courses 
improve  basic  skills 

To  remedy  deficiencies 
in  writing,  and  study 
skills,  Pine  Manor  intro- 
duced Communication 
Skills  100  as  an  intensive 
and  quasi-remedial  version 
of  Communication  Skills 
101,  the  basic  course 
required  of  all  freshmen.  It 
also  began  MA  lOOZ,  Es- 
sential Algebra,  to  give 
students  the  preparation 
necessary  for  college  level 
mathematics. 


Five  B.A.  programs 
successful  addition 
to  curriculum 

In  February  1977,  Pine 
Manor  announced  it  would 
offer  the  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  in  American  civiliz- 
ation, communication,  and 
human  studies,  with  art 
history  and  French  to  be 
added  in  September  1977  if 
student  interest  warranted 
this.  The  College  is  pleased 
with  the  first  admissions  to 
the  new  programs.  To 
date,  students  have  en- 
rolled in  all  of  the  five 
programs  except  French, 
and  the  presence  of  six 
current  students  in  Paris 
through  the  Consortium  of 
Colleges  Abroad  augurs 
well  for  the  success  of  that 
program  when  these  young 
women  return  to  this 
country  to  complete  their 
education. 


A high  priority  in  1977- 
78  will  be  refinement  of 
the  design,  content,  and 
presentation  of  the  B.A. 
programs  and  con- 
sideration of  new  four- 
year  majors  in  areas  of 
high  student  interest. 

Two-year  degree  remains 
central  to  curriculum 

Pine  Manor's  major 
focus  remains  its  A. A. 
program.  In  order  to 
present  the  two-year  cur- 
riculum more  effectively  to 
prospective  students, 
members  of  the  faculty 
and  the  academic  dean 
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began  to  consider  the 
grouping  of  existing 
courses  in  order  to  outline 
suggested  programs  of 
study  in  specific  and  well- 
defined  areas. 

Internship  program 
strengthened 

There  can  be  no  doubt 
as  to  the  effectiveness  of 
this  new  dimension  of  the 
liberal  arts  curriculum, 
which  allows  students  to 
gain  first  hand  experience 
in  the  working  world  for 
full  academic  credit. 
During  the  past  year, 
placements  were 


increasingly  successful,  the 
administration  of  the 
program  was  strengthened, 
and  academic  guidelines  were 
developed  jointly  by  the 
director  of  interns  and  the 
faculty.  Five  students  were 
offered  full-time  employ- 
ment on  the  strength  of 
their  work  as  interns. 

Expanded  offerings  in 
child  development  and 
management  reflect 
student  interest 

The  demand  among  stu- 
dents for  behavioral 
science  courses,  partic- 
ularly in  child  develop- 
ment, is  great.  The  Child 
Study  Center  has  become  a 
key  adjunct  to  the  two- 
year  curriculum  in  child 
development,  and  the  close 
collaboration  between  this 
on-campus  laboratory  school 
and  the  Division  of 


Sciences  in  1976-77  proved 
helpful.  In  response  to 
both  increased  student 
interest  in  field  work  in 
child  development  and 
community  need,  the  Child 
Study  Center  expanded 
last  year  and  again  in 
September  1977,  when  a 
half-time  teacher  joined  the 
two  full-time  members  of 
the  staff. 


Student  response  to  the 
program  in  management 
was  enthusiastic  and  en- 
rollments in  the  year-long 
accounting  course  and  the 
two  management  courses 
were  high.  Course  registra- 
tion in  September  1977  in- 
dicated that  this  interest  is 
continuing.  To  expand  op- 
portunities for  study  in 
areas  related  to  business 
and  management,  two  new 
economics  courses  were 
added  for  1977-78. 
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Academic  activities 


Collaborative  nursing 
program  to  end 
in  1980 

The  students  who  en- 
tered the  collaborative 
three-year  program  with 
the  New  England  Baptist 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing 
in  September  1977  will  be 
the  last  class  in  this  joint 
effort.  The  College  plans 
to  examine  collaborative 
possibilities  with  other  or- 
ganizations who  would 
find  the  liberal  arts  com- 
plementary to  their  own 
programs. 


Progress  in  the  Library 

Deficiencies  in  the 
Library  were  a concern 
that  the  visiting  committee 
of  the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Higher  Education  in- 
cluded in  their  report 
recommending  approval  of 
Pine  Manor's  change  of 
charter. 

During  the  past  year,  the 
staff  of  the  Library  ad- 
dressed important  needs: 
systematic  inventory  and 
weeding  of  the  collection, 
improvement  of  the 


reference  collection,  expan- 
sion of  the  general  collec- 
tion, formulation  of  an 
acquisitions  policy,  conver- 
sions from  the  Dewey 
Decimal  to  the  Library  of 
Congress  cataloging 
system,  improvements  in 
the  physical  facilities,  and 
education  of  patrons. 

Progress  in  these  areas 
in  the  past  has  been  great, 
although  hampered  by  lack 
of  funds.  Future  goals  in- 
clude adding  approxi- 
mately 20,000  volumes  to 
the  current  collection  of 
32,000  within  the  next  four 
to  five  years.  The  greatest 
challenge  remaining  is  to 
secure  funds  adequate  to 
accomplish  all  the  tasks 
that  lie  ahead.

Open  College  and 
AITA  appeal  to 
important  markets 

The  1976-77  year  was 
one  of  expansion  for  the 
Open  College,  Pine 
Manor's  continuing 
education  program.  Non- 
credit enrollments  totaled 
215,  versus  59  the  previous 
year,  a truly  exciting  in- 
crease. Credit  enrollments 
were  also  up  slightly.  Four 
Open  College  women 
received  the  A. A.  degree 
with  high  honors. 


Nationally,  about  one- 
third  of  all  college  students 
working  for  a degree  are 
older  students;  therefore, 
"non-traditional"  learners 
are  clearly  a target  group 
that  could  be  as  fruitful  for 
Pine  Manor  recruitment  as 
the  foreign  market. 

The  American  Institute 
of  Textile  Arts  (AITA)  was 
established  this  year  under 
the  direction  of  Mildred 
Davis,  a noted  authority  in 
the  field.  The  AITA  will 
conduct  nationwide 
teacher  certification  and 
professional  improvement 
programs,  largely  by  cor- 
respondence; on-campus 
workshops;  and  an  annual 
assembly.  This  program 
offers  the  College  the  op- 
portunity to  be  the  center 
for  a minor  but  healthy 


branch  of  the  fine  arts  and 
to  broaden  further  the 
range  of  students  to  whom 
it  appeals. 

Faculty  play  important 
role  in  College  affairs 

Outstanding  teaching 
continues  to  be  a hallmark 
of  Pine  Manor.  The  1976-77 
year  was  one  of  great  in- 
volvement for  the  majority 
of  the  faculty  in  both 
academic  and  non- 
academic  areas.  Major 
progress  was  made  in  stan- 
dardizing academic  regula- 
tions and  in  recommending 
criteria  and  guidelines  for 
the  establishment  of  a 
faculty  salary  scale. 
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Student  services 


"Quiet  House"  and 
resident  assistants 
improve  residential  life 

In  order  to  meet  the  in- 
creasingly diversified  resi- 
dential needs  of  the  student 
body,  the  range  of  rooming 
options  at  the  College  was 
increased.  A successful 
“Quiet  House"  was 
established  for  students 
wanting  a quieter  and  more 
studious  atmosphere.  Three 
separate  parietal  plans  were 
continued. 

A program  of  resident 
assistants  (R.A.'s)  living  in 
each  house  was  tried  suc- 
cessfully on  a pilot  basis 
and  was  implemented 
College-wide  in  September 
1977.  The  R.A.'s  provide 
increased  personal  counsel- 
ing for  students  and  also 
assume  the  more  routine 
residential  staff  duties,  thus 


enabling  the  resident  coun- 
selors to  devote  more  time 
to  educational  pro- 
gramming in  the  Villages. 

New  Pub  adds  life 
to  student  activities 

The  student  Pub,  located 
in  the  Refectory,  opened  its 
doors  in  the  fall  of  1976  and 
has  proved  to  be  a great  ad- 
dition to  campus  social  life. 
Providing  live  musical  en- 
tertainment at  regular  "Pub 
Nights,"  it  has  filled  the 
long-existing  need  for  a 
place  on  campus  where 
students  may  entertain 
their  friends. 


Once  again,  students 
have  expressed  the  need  for 
improved  transportation  to 
take  advantage  of  the 
resources  of  Boston  and 
events  at  other  colleges, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a mini 
bus  may  be  donated  to  the 
College  for  student  use. 

Comprehensive  student 
services  network 
developed 

Pine  Manor  has  con- 
tinued to  improve  its 
system  of  student  support 
services.  Academic,  career, 
and  transfer  advising  are  all 
part  of  a student's  long- 
range  planning  and  are 
being  incorporated  into  a 
comprehensive,  well-coor- 
dinated counseling  service. 


The  career  services  office 
helps  students  understand 
and  act  on  their  academic 
and  career  options.  It  as- 
sists students  in  defining 
their  individual  values, 
abilities,  and  interests  and 
also  provides  information 
on  the  working  world  in 
general  and  on  particular 
careers.  This  past  year,  stu- 
dents attended  a variety  of 
career  exploration  sessions, 
many  of  which  utilized  the 
resources  of  Pine  Manor 
alumnae. 
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External  affairs 


During  1976-77,  each 
freshman  was  assigned  to  a 
faculty  member  for 
academic  advising  on  the 
basis  of  her  stated  academic 
interests.  It  became  clear 
that  students  want  and 
need  a more  structured 
framework  for  academic 
counseling.  Therefore,  a 
system  of  required  meetings 
between  freshmen  and  ad- 
visors was  developed,  for 
implementation  in  the  fall 
of  1977. 

Identifying  students  with 
academic  difficulties  early 
in  their  college  careers  and 
providing  necessary 
counseling  was  a priority 
last  year.  This  effort  will  be 
continued  in  the  coming 
year  and  should  have  a 
positive  effect  on  the  rate  of 
retention  among  students. 


Record  Annual  Fund 
highlights  fund-raising 
year 

Contributions  to  the 
1976-77  Annual  Fund 
totaled  the  record  amount 
of  $156,723,  of  which 
$140,725  was  unrestricted. 
Once  again,  the  Pine 
Manor  Associates  (donors 
of  $1,000  or  more)  proved 
immensely  helpful  to  the 
Annual  Fund,  with  52 
members  donating  $75,410, 
almost  half  of  all  the  money 
contributed  to  the  Annual 
Fund.  This  year  alumnae 
gave  $90,236,  exceeding 
their  goal  of  $80,000  by  an 
impressive  amount.  Efforts 
in  1977-78  will  be  on  the 
effective  solicitation  of 
parents  and  friends  and  on 
increasing  membership  in 
the  Associates  Program. 


Significant  progress  was 
made  on  capital  giving  this 
year.  Capital  gifts  restricted 
to  the  Library  and  Science 
Building  totaled  $40,000. 

Increased  involvement 
by  alumnae  aids 
College  in  many  areas 

Enthusiasm  and  interest 
on  the  part  of  alumnae  has 
increased  on  many  fronts, 
with  10  alumnae  serving  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees 
during  the  past  year.  Many 
others  are  active  as  Admis- 
sions Representatives, 
hostesses  for  local  Pine 
Manor  events,  class  agents 
and  secretaries,  and 
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External  affairs 


organizers  of  special  fund- 
raising events  for  the 
College.  Under  the  leader- 
ship of  new  Alumnae  Di- 
rector Jane  Christopher,  a 
major  goal  for  the  year 
ahead  will  be  to  respond  to 
alumnae  interest  in  rebuild- 
ing alumnae  organizations 
in  key  areas. 

Publications  office 
receives  award 

The  office  of  publica- 
tions and  public  informa- 
tion continues  to  serve  as 
the  central  clearinghouse 
for  the  design,  writing,  and 
production  of  printed 
materials  for  the  College, 
and  for  public  relations  and 
public  information.  The 
admissions  catalog  once 
again  received  a citation  of 
excellence  from  the  Council 
for  Advancement  and 
Support  of  Education  and 
was  chosen  to  illustrate  an 


article  in  the  CASE 
magazine  on  effective  re- 
cruitment publications. 

Special  scholarships 
and  use  of  College 
facilities  improve 
community  relations 

Pine  Manor  has  worked 
hard  to  establish  better 
relations  with  the  town  of 
Brookline.  The  special 
Brookline  scholarships 
were  announced  in  January 
1977  and  were  very  well 
received  by  Brookline  High 
School  and  the  community. 
President  Ashby  met  with 
Brookline  State  Representa- 
tive James  Segel,  and  with 


the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
discuss  ways  in  which  the 
College  can  be  helpful  to 
the  community.  Pine 
Manor  subsequently  made 
three  of  its  tennis  courts 
available  to  town  residents 
during  the  summer. 
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During  the  year,  some 
improvements  were  made 
to  the  plant,  including  a 
new  boiler  for  domestic  hot 
water  which  serves  all  three 
student  Villages  and  South- 
west, thereby  saving  fuel. 
Heating  lines  in  the  Library 
were  replaced,  furnishings 
were  added  to  the  Indepen- 
dent Study/Physics 
Laboratory,  and  equipment 
was  purchased  for  the  Re- 
fectory. 

The  College  is  fortunate 
in  having  had  no  serious 
maintenance  problems  to 
date;  however,  the  plant  is 
now  13  years  old  and  some 
major  expenditures,  such  as 
refinishing  the  furniture 
and  replacing  the  carpeting 
in  the  student  houses,  must 
be  anticipated  if  the  facil- 
ities are  to  be  maintained 
properly. 


Although  the  College 
ended  the  year  with  a cash 
deficit  of  $192,790,  the 
year-end  financial  results 
were  better  than  had  been 
predicted.  The  plant  has 
been  used  to  advantage 
through  adjunct  activities 
throughout  the  year.  The 
Criminal  Justice  Training 
Council  of  Massachusetts 
held  a number  of  seminars 
on  campus,  many  of  which 
were  open  to  Pine  Manor 
students  and  staff;  this  af- 
filiation may  lead  to  some 
new  educational  programs 
and  activities  at  some  time 
in  the  future.  Pine  Manor 
anticipates  another  good 
year  in  terms  of  plant  usage 
for  1977-78,  which  will  help 
generate  necessary  income. 


Pine  Manor  has  been 
most  fortunate  in  the  ener- 
getic leadership  and  com- 
mitment demonstrated  by 
the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  who  were 
active  on  committees  serv- 
ing all  spheres  of  the  insti- 
tution. Away  from  the 
College,  many  members  of 
the  Board  hosted  events  for 
Pine  Manor  alumnae, 
friends  and  prospective 
students. 

This  year,  the  College  in- 
troduced a new  category  of 
membership  on  the  Board, 
that  of  parent  trustee,  with 
the  hopes  of  involving  cur- 
rent parents  more  actively 
in  building  support  for  the 
College  and  in  contributing 
to  policy  decisions.  As  of 
September  1977,  the  Board 
numbered  28  members  out 
of  a possible  total  of  29, 
with  15  women  and  13 
men. 
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Conclusions  and  recommendations 


Pine  Manor  has  made 
progress  throughout  the 
year  in  expanding  academic 
offerings,  increasing  enroll- 
ment, and  raising  capital 
funds. 

Analysis  of  our  admis- 
sions statistics  for  1976-77 
shows  that  the  rise  in  en- 
rollment was  due  to  the  in- 
creased number  of  foreign 
students  attending  Pine 
Manor.  This  illustrates  that 
the  English  as  a Second 


Language  Program,  begun 
two  years  ago  for  a specific 
audience,  has  achieved 
great  success.  It  also  points 
up  the  urgent  need  for  the 
development  of  a 
curriculum  that  will  bring 
similar  results  in  the  home 
market.  The  academic 
planning  undertaken  by 
faculty  in  1977-78  must  pre- 
sent the  admissions  office 
with  a clearly  defined 
academic  mission  for  the 
College  and  programs  or 
courses  which  reflect  this 
mission.  Academic  plan- 
ning must  also  respond  to 
strong  student  interest  in 
programs  which  can  ac- 
commodate legitimate 
career  interests. 


We  must  also  recognize 
that  we  will  shortly  need  to 
make  considerable  invest- 
ment of  funds  for  plant  im- 
provement, the  expansion 
of  the  Library  collection, 
and  the  purchase  of  instruc- 
tional equipment,  par- 
ticularly in  the  division  of 
sciences.  Capital  giving 
must  be  a priority. 

In  the  light  of  the  above, 
my  recommendations  for 
the  year  are: 

• Successful  fund-raising, 
spearheaded  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees, 
must  be  a primary 
goal. 
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• Top  priority  must  be 
given  to  academic 
planning  by  the  Pine 
Manor  faculty,  with 
the  specific  aim  of  in- 
creasing enrollment  by 
appealing  to  new 
markets  and  making  a 
stronger  appeal  to  our 
traditional  market. 

• Every  effort  must  be 
made  to  ensure  student 
satisfaction  with  the 
academic  program  and 
student  services  in 
order  to  achieve  better 
retention  of  students 
between  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  years. 


Once  again,  fund-raising 
and  student  enrollment 
share  the  spotlight  in  terms 
of  urgency. 

My  appreciation  and 
gratitude  go  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  members  of 
the  faculty,  the  administra- 
tive officers  and  staff,  the 
alumnae,  parents,  and  stu- 
dents who  have  given  either 
moral  or  financial  support 
— often  both  — to  Pine 


Manor  College.  We  offer  a 
sound  education  to 
students  and  surround 
them  with  faculty  and  staff 
who  are  genuinely  con- 
cerned with  each  student's 
academic  progress  and  wel- 
fare. I am  pleased  to  note  a 
sense  of  optimism  and  pride 
in  the  College  which  I feel  is 
much  deserved  and  which 
promises  well  for  the  future 
of  Pine  Manor  College.

“Mothers  often  believe  their 
daughters  to  be  more  intelligent  than 
everyone  else  and,  at  the  same  time, 
sillier  than  everyone  else  . . . Mothers 
always  expect  the  best  and  always 
expect  the  worst,  which  means  they 
always  win  . . . Lots  of  mothers,  of 
course,  aren't  like  any  other  mothers, 
but  in  at  least  one  respect  they  are  all 
the  same  — they  stand  loyal  to  their 
daughters."

Pine  Manor's  woman 
in  green 


At  Pine  Manor,  the  "green  man" 
from  the  maintenance  crew  who  fixes 
your  light  or  paints  your  office  just 
might  be  a woman.  Freshman  Susan 
Christiansen  of  Princeton,  NJ,  is  the 
first  woman  to  work  on  the  College's 
maintenance  staff  — and  she  loves  it. 

When  Susan  enrolled  at  Pine  Manor 
in  September,  she  knew  she  would 
need  a part-time  job.  She  also  knew 
she  didn't  want  the  usual  office  jobs 
available  to  college  students. 

"During  the  summer  1 had  worked 
outdoors  at  a park  and  really  enjoyed 
it,"  she  says,  "so  I was  sure  I didn't 
want  to  sit  at  a desk.  I wanted 
something  that  would  offer  a chance 
for  physical  activity.  There's  plenty  of 
opportunity  for  mental  exercise  at 
college." 

Coordinator  of  Career  Services 
Libby  Fennel  suggested  that  Susan 
contact  William  Person,  vice 
president,  operations,  about  working 
on  the  maintenance  crew  of  the 
College. 

"I  was  prepared  to  try  hard  to 
convince  him  to  hire  me,  but  it  wasn't 
difficult.  I told  him  that  I needed  a job, 
had  done  similar  work  before,  and  was 
willing  to  try  anything.  I think  that 
last  part  was  what  really  did  it,"  laughs 
Susan. 

According  to  Mr.  Person,  Susan  is 
the  first  student  to  express  an  interest 
in  working  for  the  maintenance 
department.  "I  was  surprised  and 
intrigued  by  her  request,"  he  says. 
"Then  I said,  'Why  not?'  She's  turned 
out  to  be  a great  asset.  I wish  we  had 
half  a dozen  more  like  her." 

Susan  now  works  20  hours  a week, 
and  her  responsibilities  include  every- 
thing from  changing  light  bulbs  to 
painting  and  carpentry. 

"My  boss,  Ike  Fenderson,  is  great  to 
work  for,"  she  says.  "He  doesn't  hover 
over  me  as  if  I'm  a helpless  female.  He 
explains  something  once  and  then  lets 
me  try  it."

Like  Pine  Manor's  other  "green 
men,"  Susan  wears  her  own  dark  green 
uniform  and  she  cuts  a distinctive 
figure  on  campus. 

"When  other  students  first  see  me, 
their  initial  reaction  is  usually  surprise. 
Then  they  become  interested  in  what 
I'm  doing,"  she  says.  "A  lot  of  girls  tell 
me  they'd  like  a chance  at  the  same 
kind  of  job,  but  it's  something  they've 
never  thought  of  before." 

Her  unusual  job  hasn't  hampered 
her  academic  studies.  She  manages  to 
combine  her  course  work  with  outside 
employment  and  still  have  time  for  less 
serious  pursuits.  "Some  girls  know 
they  should  plan  their  time  more 
carefully,  but  they  can't  resist  doing 


other  things.  I make  sure  I have  my 
studying  and  my  job  done  before 
anything  else  — usually,"  she  says. 

Her  eventual  goals  include  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  a field  such  as 
social  work  or  languages.  However, 
the  skills  she  is  learning  in  her  part- 
time  job  at  Pine  Manor  have  a place  in 
her  future,  too.  Explains  Susan,  "I  like 
working  with  my  hands  and  I 
especially  enjoy  carpentry.  I hope  I'll 
be  able  to  use  the  skills  I'm  developing 
now  as  an  avocation  some  day."

Questionnaires  comment  on 
publications  and  programs 

The  responses  from  those  who  completed  the 
readership  questionnaire  which  appeared  in  the 
Spring  1977  Bulletin  have  been  interesting  and 
informative.  Although  the  return  was  light,  the 
30  questionnaires  received  include  a variety  of 
opinions  from  alumnae  from  the  class  of  1928  to 
the  class  of  1975,  as  well  as  from  parents  and 
trustees.

Paintings  and  designs 

Jeannette  Genius  McKean  '29  has  spent 
the  years  since  the  early  1940's  as  both  a 
creator  and  a collector  of  art  in  many 
forms. 

An  accomplished  painter  in  both  pastels 
and  oils,  Mrs.  McKean  is  also  well-known 
for  her  talents  as  an  interior  designer.  In 
addition,  she  owns  and  runs  the  Center 
Street  Gallery  in  Winter  Park,  FL.  "The 
gallery  is  a full-time  job,"  she  says,  "but  1 
manage  to  paint  as  well.  It  takes  a bit  of 
juggling  and  very  careful  rationing  of  time 
and  energy." 

Mrs.  McKean  and  her  husband  own  a 
large  collection  of  the  works  of  Louis 
Comfort  Tiffany,  who  is  perhaps  best 
known  for  his  glass.  She  has  used  much  of 
this  collection  in  her  room  designs.  A 
restaurant  in  Winter  Park  is  a showcase  for 
Tiffany  windows. 

Her  paintings  are  included  in  the 
permanent  collections  of  the  Georgia 
Museum  of  Art,  the  New  Hampshire  Art 
Association,  Rollins  College,  the  Florida 
Technological  University,  the  Jacksonville 
Art  Museum,  and  City  Hall  in  Winter 
Park.  Her  work  has  also  been  shown  in 
Mexico,  Brazil,  Peru,  Scotland,  England, 
France,  and  Greece. 

The  program  for  one  of  her  exhibits 
described  Mrs.  McKean's  work  as  "always 
speaking  of  the  goodness  of  life.  It  lets  the 
viewer  see  the  world  as  she  herself  sees  it." 


As  an  interior  designer,  she  has  created 
rooms  for  museums  and  show  houses, 
some  with  a painting  or  other  piece  as  the 
focal  point  and  some  with  period  themes. 
Five  of  her  rooms  were  included  in  "La 
Belle  Epoch,"  a display  at  the  Florida  Loch 
Haven  Art  Center  in  March  1971,  which 
reflected  the  elegance  of  the  art  nouveau 
movement  from  1880  to  1910. 

Not  surprisingly,  Mrs.  McKean's  future 
plans  also  involve  art.  "I  plan  to  work  with 
my  husband  on  a home  for  our  Tiffany  col- 
lection," she  says.  It  will  house  the  fur- 
niture, glass,  pottery,  mosaics,  textiles, 
and  sculptures,  and  paintings  they  have 
acquired.  □

A 13,000  year-old  puzzle 

"Studying  these  animals  is  like  a puzzle 
you  have  to  fit  together,"  says  Nancy 
Waller  Nadler  '49,  who  has  been  assisting 
her  husband  in  an  ongoing  study  of  Asian 
and  North  American  ground  squirrels. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Nadler  is  a researcher  and 
professor  of  medicine  at  Northwestern 
University. 

Their  studies  have  taken  them  as  far  as 
Siberia  and  Alaska  to  compare  squirrels 
from  both  sides  of  the  Bering  Strait  and 
evaluate  evolutionary  changes  that  have 
taken  place  since  the  two  land  masses 
became  separate  nearly  13,000  years  ago. 

The  trip  to  Siberia  was  the  first  re- 
search to  be  co-sponsored  by  the  U.S. 
and  the  U.S.S.R.  Academies  of  Science. 

Ms.  Nadler,  whose  zoology  degree 
from  Smith  was  inspired  by  a science 
class  at  Pine  Manor,  acts  as  a laboratory 
technician  on  the  field  trips  and  assists  in 
the  collection  of  the  animals. 

She  explains  the  technique  that  she  and 
her  husband  used  to  capture  squirrels: 
"Water  was  poured  down  a squirrel  hole, 
then  we  stood  by  waiting  for  the  animal 
to  pop  out  — a method  requiring  a lot  of 
water,  a quick  eye,  and  an  even  quicker 
hand." 

A member  of  the  Women's  Board  of  the 
Chicago  Field  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  Ms.  Nadler  has  given  slide  pre- 
sentations to  explain  the  nature  of  the 
work  she  and  her  husband  are  doing.  She 
is  the  joint  author  of  two  scientific 
articles  with  her  husband  and  has  had 
articles  published  in  the  Field  Museum 
Bulletin.  Conclusions  drawn  from  the 
Nadlers'  experiments  indicate  that  the 


squirrels  have  remained  one  species 
despite  their  geographic  separation. 

Four  days  of  their  Siberian  trip  were 
spent  living  on  a boat  which  they  left  to 
trap  squirrels  during  the  day,  but  the 
Nadlers  also  visited  Moscow,  Yakutsk, 
and  other  Russian  cities,  and  learned 
about  a great  deal  more  than  squirrels 
during  their  travels. 

"1  find  these  trips  both  fun  and  excit- 
ing," Ms.  Nadler  says.  "1  hope  that  in 
some  way  I am  contributing  to  interna- 
tional understanding." 

Future  collaborative  studies  are  planned 
between  the  U.S.  and  the  U.S.S.R.  to  col- 
lect data  from  such  animals  as  mice  and 
sheep.  □
